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First of six provost candidates visits SU

Last semester, the search for SU’s 
next provost and vice president of ac- 
ademic affairs began after Tom Jones 
announced his decision to step down 
for the 2009-2010 academic year. 

More than 100 people applied for 
the job, said Rosemary Thomas, chair 
of the Provost Screening Committee. 
In a series of steps, she explained, the 
number of candidates gradually de- 


creased to six finalists. 

The University is looking for some- 
one who is “ready to enthusiastically 
embrace and put into action the 
strategic plan,’ Thomas said. 

Shelley Mishoe, the first finalist to 
visit SU, held question-and-answer 
sessions for faculty, staff and students 
on Feb. 19 and 20. 

Mishoe is currently the dean of the 
school of allied health sciences and a 
professor in the department of respi- 
ratory therapy at the Medical College 


of Georgia (MCG) in Augusta. 

She used her experience and opin- 
ions to answer questions from the au 
dience and help the campus 
community see what kind of provost 
she may be if chosen. 

After holding multiple positions at 
MGG, Mishoe said she is looking to 
work at a comprehensive university 
like SU. 

“J think a comprehensive university 
offers more to the development not 


only of students, but faculty,” she said. 


Although the majority of Mishoe’s 
background is at a medical college, 
she assured the audience this would 
not be a problem if she were chosen 
for the position, in part because she 
first taught as part of associate degree 
programs. 

Also, because about 50 percent of 
MCG’s students are transfers, “I’m 
able to interact with seeing the differ- 
ences in gen. ed. preparation and what 
the juniors coming in look like de- 
pending on the institution,’ Mishoe 


said. 

If chosen for the job, Mishoe noted 
she would not want to change any- 
thing too early before getting a chance 
to experience working at the Univer- 
sity. However, she expressed that she 
sees potential in areas like offering ap- 
plied doctorate programs and having 
faculty members engaged in additional 
research. 

Mishoe named many reasons for 
wanting to pursue a'career at SU.

American consumers listed “sav- 
ing money and manage debt” as 
two of their top three New Year's 
resolutions for 2009, according to 


USA.gov. Fortunately, manageable 


steps can help ease financial burden. 


“One strategy to help survive this 


economic depression is develop a 


spending plan,” said Nina Heck, Di- 


rector of Counseling at Consumer 
Credit Counseling Services (CCCS). 
“If consumers need help setting up 
a budget or have difficulty making 
payments to creditors, we can help 
by a debt management program.” 

CCCS is a non-profit organization 
that offers free budget andunoney 
management couriséling. Sessions 
are aimed to look at income, credit 
reports and household expenses to 
determine how much money is left 
to work with credit debt, 

“One mistake college students 
make financially is not safeguarding 
their credit. They often use the In- 


ternet to make purchases without 
making sure the site is secure,” 
Heck said. “There needs to be fire 
walls, anti-spyware and anti-virus 
software to protect information and 
help prevent ID theft.” 

To manage finances, CCCS has 
six strategies that effectively help re- 
lieve debt. First, take an economic 
reality check by going over all finan- 
cial statements and setting a budget. 
Reduce personal debt by making an 
appointment with credit counselors 
to get it under control. Put money 
away for a rainy day to build up 
cash; saving 50 cents a day can lead 
to an extra $180 a year. Request and 
review a credit report to find errors. 
Protect financial identity through 
guarding personal information and 
regularly checking credit card re- 
ports for any unauthorized charges. 
Finally, make money management a 
family goal and open personal fi- 
nance discussions. 

“Students need to: know:exactly 
what it takes for them to get by,” 
Heck said. ““The money they have 
must equal or exceed what they’re 
spending, otherwise they’re setting 
themselves up for delinquency.”

“Please make an effort to secure access when using a visa 
credit card for bill payment. This certainly is a hurdle to 
cross when you have limited access. Please include con- 
tact phone numbers in your billing statements. Thanks.” 
Tony Pasquariello, General Accounting Director, re- 
sponds further: 

“After a bit of testing, the Cashier's Office telephone 
number (410-543-6060) is now on the student bill. 
Thank you for the suggestion. 

“As for our acceptance of Visa: because credit card pro- 
cessing fees were becoming too large ($250,000 + in 
FY06), the University could no longer afford to bear the 
cost. Instead the University, via Sallie Mae, implemented 
a 2.4% convenience fee for those who still wanted the 
convenience of paying with a credit card. Unlike Master- 
Card, American Express and Discover (all of which are 
accepted by the University), Visa is unwilling to allow 
vendors to charge a variable-based convenience fee. Visa 
will allow a fixed fee but, because tuition bills vary widely 
from hundreds of dollars to thousands of dollars, setting 
a fair fixed fee is not possible. So until Visa is willing to 
amend its rules, the University cannot accept Visa pay- 
ments for student bills. Because many people used Visa 
prior to the implementation of the convenience fee, the 
University added additional payment vehicles - electronic 
checks, American Express and Discover - all with the in- 
tent of minimizing any inconvenience.’ 


opened the floor to student opinions on how parking should work with a dis- 
claimer of no promises and no guarantees. Rosemary Thomas, Vice President 
of University Advancement, Ellen Neufeldt, Vice President of Student Affairs, 
arid Dane Foust, Associate Vice President of Student Affairs represented the 
staff and listened to forum attendees. Along with a series of focus group ques- 
tions, five hypothetical models for parking were presented and debated. One 
model proposed all on-campus residents park in Dresser or in the parking 
garage and saving on campus spots for commuters. 

“T live off campus and when I try to come on, I see cars that have not moved 
in days. It is frustrating because those spaces could be used for commuters,” 
said SGA President Pat Gotham. 

Other students disagreed saying that since they live on campus, they should 
not have to go to the garage to access their cars. A night pass was proposed for 
students only needing to access campus after 4 p.m. as well as a garage-only 
pass. 

Students voiced concerns about the current dangers regarding finding park- 
ing spaces during the day. One student said she can spend over 20 minutes 
looking and when one opens, it is a free-for-all trying to get it. 

Currently there is .69 percent of a space per student, according to Foust. 

Whether or not to lock the garage at night like Dresser was a concern as well. 
If it were locked, it would be from midnight to around 6 a.m. In an emer- 
gency, University Police would open the gate so a student could get his or her 
Car. 

No promises were made, but the discussion will be brought up with higher, 
decision-making committees.

Clinton makes 
rounds in Asia

This week, former first lady 
and New York Senator, and 
newly appointed Secretary of 
State Hillary Clinton makes her 
way through East Asia on a 
diplomatic tour. Clinton is taking 
the allies of the United States in 
the region by storm as she 
pitches the foreign policy of her 
former rival, President Obama. 

Dr. Surin Pitsuwan of the As- 
sociation of the Southeast Asian 
Nations remarked to Clinton, 
“Your visit shows the seriousness 
of the United States to end its 
diplomatic absenteeism in the re- 
gion. You have said the USS. is 
ready to listen. We are also ready 
to listen, Madame Secretary. Your 
willingness to listen will go a long 
way to winning friends and part- 
ners, and reassuring allies in the 
region.” 

Clinton’s first stop in the region 
was the island nation of Japan 
where she met with the Japanese 
Foreign Minister Hirofumi Naka- 
sone. The secretary remarked 
that Japan was a cornerstone of 


United States diplomacy in the 


region and a long time ally, a fact 
boosted by the over 50-year mili- 
tary alliance and economic ties. 
Among issues discussed were the 
matters of transferring 8,000-mil- 
itary personal from Japanese Oki- 
nawa to U.S. Guam and the 
continued support of Japan in 
the peace talks with North 
Korea. 

Next on her Asian trip was 
Seoul, the capital of South Korea 
and site of joint U.S.-S. Korean 
military forces act in defense 
against the communist North 
Korea. Prior to Clinton’s visit to 
South Korea, rival North Korea 
engaged in a series of saber rat- 
tlings ranging from withdrawal of 
envoys from Seoul to movement 
of troops to the border. Upon ar- 
rival, Clinton shortly stated that 
the threats of North Korea can 
not drive a wedge between the 
friendship and support with 
South Korea. 

Indonesia will be Secretary 
Clinton’s next stop, where climate 
change will be the concern and 
draw the nation closer. Then she 
will travel to China to work on 
economic, environmental and 


human rights issues. 





13-year-old second 
youngest father

Last Sunday, a London newspa- 
per, The Sun, reported that 13- 
year-old Alfie Patten had 
fathered a child with his 15-year- 
old girlfriend Chantelle Stead- 
man. Patten became one of 
Britain’s youngest fathers when 
the mother gave birth to a girl 
two weeks ago in Eastbourne, on 
England’s southern coast. 

“T thought it would be good to 
have a baby,” Patten told The Sun. 
“When my mum found out, I 
thought I was going to get in 
trouble. We wanted to have the 
baby but were worried how peo- 
ple would react... I will be good 
though and take care of it.” 

Doubts about Patten’s father- 
hood have risen since The Daily 
Telegraph reported that other 
teenage boys have claimed that 
they were with Steadman at the 
time of the baby’s conception. 
This has forced Patten to pub- 


licly call for a paternity test 





which he claims he will take as 
soon as possible. Steadman de- 
nies that any of the other 
teenage boys are the father. 

“Alfie’s the only boy I’ve been 
with,” Steadman told The Daily 
Telegraph. “I love Alfie.” 

Maisie Roxanne, seven pounds 
and three ounces, will live in a 
rented apartment with the 
mother’s family — Steadman’s 
mother, father and five brothers. 
Patten’s mother has not spoken 
out yet but his father is worried 
and claims the teenagers have no 
idea what it means to have a baby 
and what lies ahead. 

“We know we made a mistake, 
but I wouldn’t change it now,” 
Steadman said. “We will be good, 
loving parents.” 

While this story has sparked 
much controversy in Great 
Britain, Patten was not the 
youngest father in Britain’s his- 
tory. In 1998, Sean Stewart, 12, 
became the youngest father when 
his girlfriend, Emma Webster, 15, 
gave birth to their child.

As the lower prices we have 
been enjoying at the pump con- 
tinue to rise in spite of cheaper 
crude oil prices and lower de- 
mand, Americans are wondering 
what is up? 

Last week, a barrel of crude oil 
cost about $34, its lowest point 
this year. However, according to 
MarylandGasPrices.com, the cur- 
rent average cost for a regular 
gallon of gas in Maryland is 
$1.90, which is higher than it was 
a month ago, by 19 cents. 

The reason for higher gas 
prices despite the lower oil costs 
is supply and demand. Con- 
sumers are not buying as much 
gas so refineries are not manu- 
facturing as much. Therefore, 
there is a lot of supply so prices 
can stay high, even though the 
price of crude oil is dropping. 

“If there’s no demand ... 
there’s really not a whole lot of 
point to making extra gasoline,” 
says Bill Day, spokesman for 
Valero, the largest independent 
US. refiner. 

Refineries lost money last year, 
despite the increase in gas prices. 

“The refineries in the latter 
half of 2008 were paying top 
dollar for oil, and then producing 
gasoline in a low-demand econ- 
omy. Now, refineries are produc- 
ing less, driving up prices in this 
low-demand economy, while 
stockpiling discount oil” said Ben 
Brockwell, director of data pric- 
ing for OPUS in an interview 
with CNN. 

Another reason gas prices are 
rising at the same time that oil 
prices are getting lower is that, 
currently, American crude oil is 
selling for less than substandard 
grades of crude oil from other 
places around the world. A se-

United States storage facilities 
overflowing with it. 

However, it is the international 
crude oil that is used in a major- 
ity of the gas made in the United 
States. That indicates that prices 
at the pump will probably keep 
going up no matter what hap- 
pens to the price of crude oil.

Subs avoid | 
disaster

Two nuclear submarines- one 
British, the other French- crashed 
eatlier this month on Feb. 3 in the 
Atlantic Ocean. Confirmation of 
the crash did not come until nearly 
two weeks later on Feb,/16. 





A senior Navy source told a 
newspaper the potential conse- 
quences of such a collision were 
“unthinkable.” 

“Recently, the two submarines 
came into contact at very low 
speed. Both submarines remained 
safe and no injuries occurred,” a 
statement from the First Sea Lord, 
Admiral Sir Jonathan Band, said. 
“We can confirm that the capabil- 
ity remained unaffected and there 
has been no compromise to nu- 
clear safety. HMS Vanguard re- 
turned safely to Faslane under her 
own power on 14 February.” 

The Royal Navy’s HMS Vanguard 
and the French Le Triomphant were 
both carrying nuclear weapons and 
had approximately 250 crew mem- 
bers combined. Both vessels were 
equipped with sonar equipment; 
however, neither recognized that 
the other was in the same area. 





One theory is that the anti-sonar 
devices meant to hide the subs 
from enemies were too effective. 

Both countries have insisted 
there was no risk of a nuclear acci- 
dent, as firing missiles requires 
precise codes and commands, not 
merely a bump. Regardless, the 
crash has caused an outcry among 
anti-nuclear groups and raised 
questions on the safety of ballistic- 
missile submarines patrolling the 
ocean while hiding their where- 
abouts even to their NATO allies. 

Dents and scrapes are visible on 
both submarines and the repairs 
on both ships are expected to cost 
at least 50 million pounds. On 
Thursday, the French navy con- 
firmed they are still assessing dam- 
ages to Le Triomphant and that it is 
in worse shape than reported. 

The accident has prompted 
France and Britain to consider 
mapping out nuclear sub-routes or 
using patrol zones. However, the 
nuclear submarines travel sepa- 
rately from the already existing sub 
patrol zones, as the movements of 
nuclear subs are national secrets.

On Tuesday Feb. 24, millions of peo- 
ple in nations across the world will be 
participating in various celebrations of 
Mardi Gras and “Fat Tuesday.” This his- 
torically Catholic pre-Lenten holiday, 
vigorously celebrated around the world, 
is known as Carnaval in Spain, Portugal 
and Latin America and Karneval in Ger- 
many. Fat Tuesday, also known as 
Shrove Tuesday in the UK, is the day 
before Ash Wednesday, the day which 
marks the beginning of Lent in Catholic 
traditions. The cities of Rio De Janiero, 
Recife and Salvador in Brazil, as well as 
Barranquilla, Colombia host the largest, 
most vibrant and famous celebrations 
which include tens of thousands of per- 
formers and dancers with millions of 
people watching and taking part in the 
festivities. Some traditional foods in- 
clude pancakes and sweet pastries in Eu- 
rope, grilled meats and Feijoada in 
Brazil, as well as Cajun classics like jam- 
balaya, gumbo and dirty rice in 
Louisiana and Alabama.

8 oz. dry red beans ('/2 a bag) 

2 cups water or chicken stock 

1 cup rice (white or brown) 

*/s cup celery diced 

*/s cup green bell pepper diced 

1 cup onion diced (one medium onion) 
2 cloves of garlic diced 

8 oz. smoked sausage, chopped (turkey 
or andouille or tempeh) 

1 tbsp. olive oil 

1-2 tbsp. hot sauce (chipotle or regular 
Tabasco) 

1 tsp. Paprika 

1 tsp. Red Pepper flakes 

Y2 tsp dried thyme 

Ya tsp dried oregano 

1-2 Bay leaves 

Salt and Pepper to taste. 


Method: 

1. Rinse and soak dry beans in water for 
8 hours or overnight. Be sure to cover 
with 2-3 times as much water than 
beans. Drain beans. 

2. Heat oil in medium-large pot over 
medium heat. Add smoked sausage and 
brown for 3-4 minutes, then add celery, 
garlic and onion, a pinch of salt and 
pepper and sauté for 2-3 more minutes. 
3. Add beans, water (or stock), bell pep- 
pet, spices, hot sauce, bay leaves and an- 
other pinch each of salt and pepper and 
bring to boil on medium-high heat. 

4. Reduce heat, cover and simmer on 
low/ med-low heat for 90 minutes or 
until beans are tender. 

5. While beans are cooking prepare rice 
according to package instructions. 

6. When beans are tender use back of 
stirring spoon or spatula to smash about 
half of the beans to help thicken the 
sauce. Remove bay leaves before eating, 
Serve beans over rice with some 
chopped scallions and a bit of sour 
cream or plain yogurt.
